D.C. School System has dramatically increased within the past, 
six months. A slogan being utilized to rally the students is 
rJifv.- for them to destroy "Caucasianism, Christianity and Capitalism." 

fefel An individual who has been personally active at various high 

schools was identified as one CASSELL (fnu) and it was-noted 
. that this man recently was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Washington, D. C. City Council. The informant also declared 
.j. that the majority of teachers in the D.C. School System are 
members of the Teacher's Union and are openly sympathetic with 
jfr’k^lfthe militancy program. ' The role of the Students for Democartic 
Society (SDS) has been almost negligible since the black leaders 
®nd students believe this organization to be white-controlled and, 
in fact. really not cognizant of the negro problem.
